JUST LIKE THE CITY.

Inereased Valnuations Will Bring Down the
County Tax Eate—Additional Expenscs
Wil Not Affsct the Eesult—Abont Ready
to Hear Appeals,

On January Sthe County Commissioners
were aworn in a8 members of the Bourd of
Revision. Sinee that time they have had a
busy wcason, and yesterday completed
finsl arrangements for hearing appeals
from the triennial assessments made
and revised by them
to the act of 1882 Commissioner
Mereer yesterdsy gave & statement of
the work of the board and its intentions
eoncerning the assessments.  He said that,
viewitig the revised wvaluatioas of the
county fixed by former boards on which the
il;rg' for county snd poor purposes is made,

appears that &t no time in recent vears,
has the taxable property of the countr, as

& whaole, been assessed or revised as di-

rected by law.

At preseot there are 143 wards, boroughs
and townships in the connty. In some of
them as low as a 20 per cent valuation is
shown, while in others the percentage
ranges between that amd 90, inking
as an index for these figures
an average of recorded sales.
The Commissioners in giving the as
sessors their instructions last October de-
fined their duties, and furnished each asses-
sor with a printed record of the sales and
prices of property made in their respective
districts during the past two years
This has been a gnide for the assessors and
in all ease: the rerurus of the assessors have
been more satisfactory than in  any
previous triennial peeessment. Yet in
the majority of districts the resalt
is far from Tweing satisfactory and
the Board of Revision has found it
necessary  to jnerease  the  assessor’s
figures on land and Inix from 10 to
100 per cent in many districts, In some
instances the assessors have admitted that
the valuation fixed by the board was not too
high, but too much of an inereare over the
old valustion for them to secomplish at one
time,

On account of the limited time allowed
by law for the Board of Revision to revise
the assessed valuation, hear appeals and
act thereon, and that each taxable whose
individual property is not rated as
direoted v aw can  aid the
Board 1n the adjustment of valuations, the
commissioners have provided a blank

form containing a statement of the
aesesement  of  the occupation, real
estate, personal property and money
at  interest of eac individaal, In

making an appeal they zre required to name
the price at which they would sell their
properiy and swear that thie is a full valua-
tion. The statement must be vouched for on
or betore the day fixed for hearing appeals
from that distriet, These statements will
be used by the board in passing upon the
valuations The adaption of this svstem, it
is stated, will aid them verr materially, as
under the law they are requirad to have the
books in the hands of tie Treasurer on May
1 for the collection of taxes. Under the
old sysiem they would be unable to got
through with hearing appeals only by that
time.

As itis, thevdo mot feel certain they
will Lave all the books complete at tha:
tinie. Commissioner Mercer says the taxa-
ble wealth and the namber of taxables is
greater in some single wards of Pitrshure or
Aliegheny than it was in the entire county
in 1834, and the ascessors should have at
least eizht months instead of, as at present,
from Juuuary 15 10 May 1 to do their work.

The Commissioners say the total valn-

ation of the county will be largely
increased. The ageresute  valuation
will be more than S$100,000,000 snd

will necessitate a reduction of the millaze,
notwithstanding the intention to raise
£300,000 that will not be on the expense

sccount for mnext year. Of this sum
$335,000  will complete the sinking
fund of £R00,000, created to liquidute
the bouded indebtedness esused by build-

ing the new Court Honse. 'The balance
will be used in erecting and equipping s
light and power honse.

The creation of Comwmeon Pleas Court No.
& and other necessary exnenses will inereaze
the ganual expenses, bui, they asesrted,
county taxes will still be less this yenr in
most of districts, than ther wers last and
in 1803, with the same valuations and $300,-
000 less to raise, there will be a general

As Long as War Talk Keeps Up the Arsenal
Property Can't Be Secured.

Though the war with Chile may never
come the talk shout it will bave one effect
in Pittsburg. Tt will seriously interfere
with the plan for securing the use of a part
of the Allegheny Arsenal property for a
public nark. Chief Bigelowdispovered this
while in Washington looking p the matter.
He returned vesterday morning with the
eonviction that it would not be advisable
just at present to present a bill to Congress,
as there would surely be some objections
from some of the Southern congressmen,
who would argue that the arsenal was
needed at presest lor the purpose for which
it was built.

Chief Bigelow’s observations lead him to
beliewe that there will be no warwith Chile,
and that all troubles will be settled by ar-
bitration.

The occasion will be the
thirty-third {ime they have come together
in tournaments and maiches, and while
Slossan recently polished off Schaefer to the
tune of B00 poinis to 392 points, there is no
certainty that the mateh to-morrow night
will end in the same wav.

Slosson has wanted to win the cham-
pionship emblem ever since it was
offered. He lost it to Schacfer on De-
ceinber 1, 1890, at Chickering Hall, this
city, when it was first played for, and in
addition’ s stake of £1,000 and the net box
affice receipts  The defeat was a terrible
blow to Slosson, but from that time to this
he has had his mind made up that nothing
hut phy=ieal disavility would stop him from
trying to win the trophy. The score on
that memorable occasion was: Behaefer,
800; Slosson, 609; Schaefer'savernge, 192141,
and best ron, 128; Slosson's best run, 60.
The referee was Maurice Daly, the scorer
Budd Seofield aud the time of the game 3
bhours and 40 minutes,

And on thix oceasion, or immediately
after the game, Schaefer and his friends
ascertained that the cup held just seven
quarts of champazne.

The second mateh for the cup tonk place
on Mar 6 last, at Central Music Hall, Chi-
cago, the challenger being Eugene F. Car-
ter. The stakes were the same, $1,000 and
the net door receipis.
